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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The untitled video recording known as 'Bedroom Scene' is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is objectionable because it tends to promote and support the exploitation 
of children for sexual purposes. 

The video excerpt shows a young boy subjected to a cmel form of verbal abuse and treated 
with contempt. Both the dialogue and the images have elements that sexualise the incident. 
The material tends to encourage adult sexual interest in children and strengthen the idea 
that they may be used for adult sexual gratification. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression set 
out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is 
consistent with Parliament's intention that publications that tend to promote and support 
the exploitation of children for sexual purposes are objectionable. 
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
